Brktiiren  :— In  accordance  with  the  Constitution  I  have  the  honour 
to  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Grand  Master  for  the  past  year,  and  ex- 
tend to  all  a  hearty  and  fraternal  welcome  to  this  our  Eight  Annual  Ses- 
sion, and  trust  that  our  meeting  will  not  only  be  a  pleasant  one.  but  also 
a  most  instructive  one. 

From  the  very  enthusiastic  meeting  that  we  held  in  Nanaimo  last 
>ear  I  expected  to  be  able  to  report  a  very  large  increase  in  membership 
at  this  session.  I  regret  very  much  that  our  increase  has  been  very  small, 
not  what  it  should  be  in  this  jurisdiction. 

The  death  rate  in  the  past  year  has  required  us  to  levy  twelve  assess- 
ments and  apply  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  Relief  Board  for  nearly  $3,03O  in 
relief,  which  was  granted.  Paying  the  maximum  number  of  assessments 
no  doubt  prevent  us  from  securing  as  many  new  members  as  we  might 
with  a  less  number  of  assessments.

Tn  ai)i)ointing  so  many  D.  D.  G.  M.  W.'s  I  did  so  believing  it  would 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  tlic  Order,  especially  as  some  of  the  Lodges  are 
so  far  apart  it  would  save  both  time  and  expense  in  visiting  them. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Recorder  from  Victoria,  wh  ) 
was  attending  the  Supreme  Lodge  1  appointed  W.  Scowcroft  Grand 
Recorder  pro  tem.  Also,  during  the  absence  of  Past  Grand  Master  Work- 
man Church,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  who  was  also  at- 
tending the  Supreme  Lodge.  I  appointed  T\'ist  Grand  Master  Workman 
Warren  and  U.  L.  Salmon  on  Committee  on  Finance. 

During  my  term  of  office  I  have  visited  all  the  Lodges  in  thr  juris- 
diction except  Leiser  Lodge.  On  July  13  1  visited  Trail  Lodge,  No.  <).  anil 
installed  their  officers.  T  found  this  Lodge  in  first-class  working  order  and 
the  brethren  very  enthusiastic  Workmen.  I  was  unable  to  get  a  quorum  in 
Kossland  l.txlge.  where  I  expected  to  sec  a  good  working  Lodge.  If  the 
members  of  Rossland  Lodge  took  as  much  interest  in  the  Order  as  their 
Recorder,  Hro.  Paterson,  there  would  be  no  nocd  of  sending  an  organizer 
into  Rosslnnd.  The  latest  reports  from  this  Lodge  are  very  encouraging. 
They  have  secured  t|ui(e  a  number  of  applications  lately,  and  T  hope  the 
good  work-  will  contimie. 

I  visited  Nelson  Lodge  ;it  a  special  meeting  on  July  161I1  .'iiul  spent 
a  very  pleasant  evening  there.  I  found  the  Mrethrcn  anxious  to  know 
more  about  the  Classified  IM;in.  I  gave  them  all  the  information  that  [ 
could,  and  after  a  gre.it  ileal  of  discussion  we  adjourned  to  the  I'estive 
Iio;ud,  wli're  we  enjoyed  ourselves  ihoroughly. 

( )n  Inly  J  1st  I  visited  Fnderby  Lodge.  This  is  a  very  small  Lodge 
only  nine  members  at  the  present  lime,  with  U)  prospects  of  increasing 


\ 
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their  membership.  This  Lodge  has  signified  its  intention  of  giving  up 
its  charter,  but  I  recjuested  them  not  to  do  that  until  this  Grand  Lodge 
meeting,  when  we  might  put  an  organizer  in  the  fiekl  and  start  a  Lodge 
at  Armstrong,  and  have  them  amalgamate  with  them. 

On  July  22nd  I  visited  Kelowna  Lodge.  I  found  Kelowna  was  not 
meeting  regularlj'.  but  otherwise  in  good  condition.  Since  visiting  them 
in  July  Kelowna  Lodge  has  added  quite  a  number  of  new  members. 

Vernon  Lodge  I  was  unable  to  get  a  quorum,  and  found  that  they 
did  not  have  a  meeting  for  some  months  previous. 

In  the  Kootenay  District  a  great  many  of  the  members  are  out  of 
town,   and   consequently   the    Lodges   with   a   small    membership   have   a 

great  dit'ticulty  in  holding  meetings  regularly. 

I  have  also  visited  Victoria,  no.  i;  Graitville,  No.  2;  Fraser,  No.  3; 
Nanaimo,  No.  4;  Vancouver,  No.  5;  Western  Star,  No.  7;  Delta,  No.  12; 
and  Maple  Leaf,  No.  17,  n  •..  found  ihcm  all  in  fairly  good  condition,  al- 
though not  adding  very  many  to  iheir  membership. 


I  instnlled  the  ol'tkers  of  W'estern  Star,  No.  7,  assisted  by  the  Grand 
Recorder,  P.  G.  M.  Church  and  tlu  D.D.G.M.W.  T.  II.  Trahey,  on  Mon- 
day, Janu'iry  9th.  Also.  Vancouver  Lodge,  No  5.  on  Friday,  January 
14th,  assisted  by  the  Grand  Recorder  and  P.  G.  M.  Church. 

Some  of  the  Lodges  are  very  slow  to  pay  their  indebtedness  to  Grand 
Lodge,  thereby  curtailing  the  usefulness  of  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter  of 
sending  out  an  organi/er.  I  learned  in  the  course  of  the  year  that  a  nnm- 
ber  of  the  Lodges  have  been  pacing  the  assessments  of  some  of  their  nicin- 
bers  out  of  the  general  fund,  and  most  of  these  members  running  in 
arrears,  refusing  to  pay  it  back  and  allowing  >hemselves  to  become  sus- 
pended and  afterwards  dropping  out  of  the  Order,  thereby  entailing  a 
loss  on  the  Lodges  who  tiiought  they  were  <loing  a  kindness  to  the 
Brothers.  This  has  come  to  my  attention  so  frecptently  that  I  have  ad- 
vised all  the  Lodges  not  to  pay  any  money  out  of  their  general  fimd  for 
that  purpose,  except  in  cases  of  sickness,  or  some  imfortunale  Hrothers, 
through  tio  f;nih  of  their  own,  had  become  unable  for  the  timi'  being  to 
pay  their  assessments.  We  should  have  been  able  to  meet  this  Grand 
Lodge  with  a  surplus  after  paying  the  exi)enses  of  this  session,  but  instead 
\vc  expect  to  be  l)ehind. 

The  Grand  Recorder  has  tried  to  colled  the  outstanding  bills,  bui 
has  only  been  partially  successful.  1  trust  the  representatives  when  the) 
return  to  their  Lodges  will  impress  on  their  T^odges  the  necessity  of  thcni 
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paying  promptly  if  they  expect  the  Order  to  flourish  in  this  jurisdiction  as 
it  is  doing  elsewhere. 

GRAND  ORGANIZER. 

From  what  1  had  seen  in  Kootenay  it  was  clear  to  me  that  we  must 
do  something  and  that  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  if  we  wanted  to 
keep  our  Lodges  together  and  increase  our  membership.  I  found  that 
several  of  the  Lodges  had  not  met  for  months,  and  most  of  the  others 
had  just  enough  to  make  a  quorum  and  the  condition  of  the  order  in 
Kootenay  District  generally  very  unsatisfactory.  We  should  have  a  large 
membership  in  that  part  of  the  country,  and  if  our  members  would  put 
forth  a  little  effort  we  would  soon  have  a  membership  that  would  l)e  a 
credit  to  the  A.  O.  U.  W.  On  my  return  from  Kootenay  I  called  together 
all  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  and  Finance  Committee  that  were  resident 
in  Victoria,  when  it  was  decided  that  we  would  put  an  organizer  in  the 
field  at  once.  We  lound  some  diftlculty  in  securing  a  person  adapted  to 
this  work.  Those  we  most  desired  we  could  not  get.  but  finally  secured 
the  services  of  Bro.  Jatnes  Irvine,  of  Perserverencc  Lodge,  No.  ii.  who 
left  for  Rossland  on  October  24th.  1  wrote  to  the  Lodges  in  that  district 
requesting  them  to  give  Bro.  Irvine  all  the  help  they  could  tf)  secure 
members  during  his  stay  in  the  difTorent  places.  1  regret  exceedingly  to 
have  to  report  the  result  of  the  trip  as  far  as  securing  new  meml)ers  were 
concerned  it  was  unsuccessful,  T  believe  if  we  put  a  (Irand  Organizer  m 
the  field  this  year  we  will  have  much  better  results,  and  unless  we  put  forth 
an  efTort  in  that  direction  we  will  not  increase  our  membership  as  much 
as  we  desire.

DECISIONS. 

From  F.  J.  S'luiios,  D.D.G.M.W.,  Nelson  Lodge,  No.  lo. 

Question — If  a  Brother  who  was  elected  Forenirn  in  November  last 
to  fill  balance  of  unexpired  term,  is  he  eligible  for  M.  W.? 

Answer — Yes. 

Question — If  the  Brother  who  was  elected  .M.  W.  was  not  eligible 
can  the  other  nominee  for  the  oflice  daiin  the  Chair  of  M.  W. 

Answer — No;  because  he  did  not  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast;  therefore,  if  your  Master  Workman  elect  was  not  eligible  there  must 
be  a  new  election  to  fill  the  Chair  of  M.  W. 

From  Nelson  Lodge,  No.  lo. — That  1  would  extend  the  time  so  (hat 
a  candidate  who  had  been  previously  examined  ;ind  accejjted  and  the 
three-month  limit  expired,  without  him  receiving  the  Workman  Degree, 
might  be  initiated  without  a  re-examination. 

Answer — I  have  not  the  power  to  grant  your  re([uest.  (See  Benefi- 
ciary Rules.  Page  43,  Section  10,  Re-examinations.) 

\o\\  will  see  that  the  Law  is  very  plain  and  that  1  have  no  alternative 
but  to  refuse  it. 

EDWIN  FIELD  CASE. 

The  Grand  Lodge  OtViccrs  took  legal  advice  on  this  case  and  paid  the 
$^,(xx)  into  Court.  The  following  is  the  judgment  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice 
Walkem: 

In  Turner  vs.  Jewel,  Mr.  Justice  Walkem  this  morning  delivered  judg- 
ment on  the  interpleader  issue  argued  before  him  some  <lays  ago. 

I'-dwin  I'^ield.  a  member  of  the  A,  I),  U.  W,,  received  ii  certificate 
fr<im  the  Order  in  18K6,  which  entitled  his  daughter  Tryphena  h'.llen  l''iild 
to  $i.(xx)  at  his  death.  In  1H87  he  placed  his  datighter  under  the  care  of 
the  plantifTs.  John  Turner  ;ind  his  wife,  and  handed  the  certific.itc  to  them, 
together  with  In^  wdl,  on  the  understanding  that  they  shotdd  maintain 
and  edutafe  her.  In  i8()7  ImcM  <lied.  My  his  will  plaintilTs  were  anpointcd 
trustees  and  executors  ami  guar<lians  of  his  iniant  daughter,  with  diffC- 
tions  to  collect  aiul  invest  for  her  benefit  tlu-  $i.ooo.  I'ield  in  iH(/>  had  a 
now  certificate  ismu'd  to  him  upon  his  formally  agreeing  in  writing  that 
the  first  one  shotihl  be  cuiicelled.  In  the  fresh  certificate  the  $./.ooo  origin- 
ally directed  to  be  paid  to  his  daughter  is  cut  down  to  $1,500  and  the  bal> 
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ance  of  $500  made  payable  to  his  married  sister,  the  hite  Elizabeth  E. 
Jewel,  whose  personal  representatives  now  claim  it.  His  Lordship  held 
that  the  plaintiffs,  as  trustees  appointed  by  the  testator  to  receive  and  in- 
vest the  money  in  question,  as  well  as  guardians  of  his  child,  are  entitled 
to  it.    The  revocation  of  Field's  certificate  was  illegal. 

WILLIS  CASE. 

This  case  was  before  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1897,  immediately  after  the 
close  of  the  session  of  that  year,  the  Grand  Recorder  communicated  to 
Mrs.  Willis  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter.  Nothing  fur- 
ther was  heard  from  Mrs.  Willis  until  the  i)resent  year,  when  a  letter  was 
leceived  by  the  Grand  Recorder  from  Air.  Willis,  dated  at  Ottawa  City, 
Ontario.  Shortly  after  this  the  Grand  Recorder  received  a  letter  from  the 
Supreme  Master  Work-man  stating  he  had  received  a  communication  from 
Airs.  Willis  complaining  against  the  action  (,f  the  Grand  Lodge  of  iiritish 
Columbia.  The  Supreme  Master  re(|uested  a  statement  of  the  facts  of  the 
ease.  When  all  i)apers  in  comiectinn  with  the  case,  togi-ther  witn  a  state- 
ment of  the  facts  were,  forwarded  him,  subse(|uently  he  replied  endorsing 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  next  heard  from  this  case  was 
through  the  legal  firm  of  I)r;d<e,  Jackson  &  llelmcken.  Mr.  .\iknuin.  .1 
member  of  the  firm(  interviewed  the  Grand  Recorder,  and  after  being 
informed  of  all  the  f.icts.  and  furnished  the  photograph  of  the  unktiown 
ni.in  (claimed  by  Mrs.  Willis  to  be  her  late  husl)and).  Mr.  .\ikman  subse- 
quently st.ited  to  the  Grand  Recorder  that  they  had  abandoned  the  case, 
and  nothing  further  has  been  heard. 

BONDS. 

In  accord.'ince  with  a  resolution  passed  at  last  Grand  Lodgi-  meeting, 
that  a  bond  be  t.iki-n  out  in  a  Guarantee  Company  for  the  Grand  Receiver 
and  Grand  Recorder.  I  have  to  report  that  1  hold  the  bond  of  the  Grand 
Receiver  for  $4,(m)(),  ami  the  Grand  Recorder  for  $i,(k)o  in  the  Manufactur- 
ers' Guarantee  and  .Accident  Insurance  Company. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

I  woitld  strongly  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  i»ut  an  organi/er 
lo  work,  and  if  possible  keep  him  in  the  lield  contimiously.  Most  of  the 
Lodges  have  agreed  to  give  $j  for  every  new  member  and  have  promised 
it  l<»  the  (irand  Lodge  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  an  organizer. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  in  fiuure  the  Gr.ind  Receiver  be  paid 
a  sntall  salary,  say  $50  a  year. 

During  the  past  vear  we  had  a  very  liber.il  offer  from  the  Washington 
Workman  to  print  two  pages  of  there  pajier  for  British  Columbia,  but  in 
\  iew  of  them  discussing  the  Classified  Assessment  IMati  in  their  paper  wc 
did  not  think  it  ntlvisable  to  arrange  terms.  I  would  suggest  thai  it  be 
considered  al  (his  meeting. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  the  foregoing,  you  have  my,  report  in  detail  of  luy  official  actions 
during  the  past  year.  I  can  only  say  that  I  have  done  what  my  limited 
light  showed  me  was  right,  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  O'-der;  that  I 
may  have  erred  is  but  natural.  What  I  have  done  has  been  done  with  one 
object  in  view  and  that  was  the  advancement  of  our  belovod  Order. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness  shown  me  dur- 
ing my  visits  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  OlVicers 
with  whom  I  have  been  associated  with  during  the  year.  I  specially  desire 
to  thank  our  erficienl  Grand  Recorder,  whom  1  have  always  found  at  the 
post  of  duty  and  willing  to  give  me  every  assistance  in  his  power.  The 
Grand  Lodge  is  to  be  congratulaU-d  on  having  such  an  efficient  officer. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Finance  Committee  Tor  the  faithful  services 
rendered  during  the  year.  They  have  very  promptly  and  creditably  audited 
the  accounts,  and  have  been  willing  at  all  times  to  attend  to  any  Grand 
Lodge  business.  While  P.  G.  M.  W.  Church  is  Chairtuan  of  Committee 
on  h^inance  it  is  in  good  hands. 

And  iu>w  that  1  atn  about  to  surrender  the  enil.)lem  of  authority  that 
you  invested  me  with  a  year  ago,  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  the  honor 
conferred,  and  trust  thr.t  I  have  fulfilled  your  e.vpectalions.  If  \  h.'ive 
not  done  as  much  as  you  expected.  1  can  assiu'e  vou  that  1  have  done  the 
best  I  could  with  the  time  at  my  disposal.  1  hope  my  successor  will  have 
the  united  support  of  all  tlu'  Hrcthren  in  the  building  up  of  our  beloved 
Carder,  and  that  this  year  we  will  double  our  membership.

L.  Conwiitu- 
tion.  1  have  the  hotiour  to  sttbmit  my  Annual  Rei)ort,  showing  the  busi- 
ness transactions  of  the  year  cntling  December  .^isl,  |S<)M 

The  rmaucial  transactions  of  the  fiscal  year  are  set  forth  in  detiiil  in 
l'".\hibit  A  to  I*',  incluRivc. 
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The  death  rate  for  the  year  has  been  far  above  the  normal,  viz.,  12 
dealths,  which  made  it  compulsory  to  levy  our  full  maximum  of  assess- 
ments, still  leaving  a  deficiency  in  the  Beneficiary  Fund  of  $2,930.46.  Appli- 
cation was  made  to  the  Relief  Board  for  the  above  amount.  And  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  after  the  books  and  accounts  were  examined  by  the 
Board  our  claim  was  allowed  in  full. 

Subsequent  to  filing  our  claim  with  the  Relief  Board  information  was 
received  conveying  the  impression  that  the  late  .C.  L.  Brown,  of  Perse- 
verance Lodge,  No.  II,  was  beyond  the  age  limit  when  he  joined  the 
Order.  Through  the  able  eflforts  of  P.  G.  M.  W.  Bro.  F.  L.  Budlong  the 
facts  of  the  case  were  learned,  resulting  in  the  surrender  of  the  Benefi- 
ciary Certificate,  together  with  all  claim  against  the  Order  by  Mrs.  Brown, 
the  beneficiary.  The  amount  of  $200,  that  had  previously  been  paid  on 
account  of  the  claim,  has  been  refunded.  These  facts  have  been  com- 
municated to  the  Supreme  Recorder,  and  the  amount  involved  in  this 
claim  will  be  eliminated  from  the  award  of  the  Relief  Board. 

Notwithstanding  twelve  Classified  Assessments  were  collected  during 
the  year,  the  suspensions  were  comparatively  few,  totaling  155,  as  against 
249  for  the  previous  year.  This  may  be  justly  attributed  to  the  change  of 
plan  which  is  equitable  in  its  adjustment. 

The  average  age  of  members  admitted  has  been  below  that  of  any 
previous  year  in  the  history  of  th*  jurisdiction,  viz.,  32,  which  lowers  the 
average  of  the  entire  membership  32-100  of  a  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPREME  REPRESENTATIVES. 


To  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.O.U.  W.,  of  Br  Hi  nh  (Joluinhia: 

Brethren  : — Your  representatives  attended  the  twenty-sixth  slated 
meeting  of  tlie  Supreme  Lodge,  held  at  Asbury  Park,  N.J.,  June  21st,  to 
July  1st,  1898,  inclusive,  being  the  longest  and  one  of  the  most  important 
meetings  in  its  history,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  : — 

AMENDMENTS. 

Constitution  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Amend  Section  39  by  adding  the  following  : — 

Every  member  having  a  grievance  of  any  kind  against  the  Order,  or 
against  any  Subordinate  Lodge,  or  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Order,  or  against 
any  committee  or  oflticer  thereof,  in  any  manner  wherein  his  rights  or  in- 
terest in  the  Order  are  afifected  by  the  act  of  such  lodge  or  any  otticer 
thereof,  shall  first  exhaust  all  his  remedies  by  trial,  appeal,  or  otherwise, 
within  the  judicatories  of  the  Order,  before  resorting  to  the  Civil  Courts 
of  the  land. 

Every  member  who  fails  or  neglects  to  take  an  appeal  from  the  action 
of  his  Subordinate  Lodge,  or  his  Grand  Lodge,  or  from  the  action  of  any 
committee  or  officer  of  the  Order,  in  any  matter  or  cause  wherein  his 
rights  or  interests  as  a  member  of  the  Order  are  affected,  within  the  lime 
allowed  by,  and  in  accordance  with,  Section  23  of  the  Constitution,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  fully  agreed  to,  and  acquiesced  in,  the  decision  or  other 
determination  made  by  such  officers  or  lodges  in  the  said  matter. 

GENERAL  LAWS. 

Amend  General  Law  IV.,  by  inserting  as  Section  2,  the  following  : — 
Section  2.  Any  oflicer  or  member  of  any  Subordinate  Lodge  who  shall 
embezzle  any  funds  belonging  to  the  Supreme  Lod:4c,  or  who  shall  advo- 
cale  llie  secession  of  any  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge  of  the  Order  from 
t!ie  Supreme  Lodge  thereof,  or  who  shall  aid  or  ab-t  anyone,  whether  a 
member  of  the  Order  or  not.  either  in  writing  or  orally  advocating  such 
i-ecession,  separation  or  withdrawal  of  any  such  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Lodge,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  crime  against  the  entire  Order,  and 
j:hall  upon  conviction,  be  expelled  from  membership  therein  and  shall 
never  be  restored. 

In  order  to  speedily  try  such  offender,  the  Board  of  Arbitration  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  is  hereby  made  the  trial  cotirt  tt)  hear,  try  and  determine 
such  offences.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  have 
the  right  to  file  with  the  Supretne  Recorder  a  complaint  against  parties  so 
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offending.  Such  complaints  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  party  mak- 
ing it,  and  shall  set  forth  in  a  plain  and  intelligible  manner  the  name  of 
the  party  or  parties,  and  describe  the  offence  of  which  he  or  they  are 
charged.  Such  complainant  shall  also  give  the  residence  as  near  as  he 
can  ascertain  of  such  offending  member,  and  shall,  when  possible,  give  che 
name,  number  and  location  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  to  which  the  of- 
fender belongs,  and  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  having  control  over 
such  Subordinate  Lodge.  The  party  making  such  complaint  shall  also 
give  such  details  as  have  come  to  his  knowledge  constituting  the  offence 
of  which  the  said  member  is  charged. 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  this  complaint  by  the  Supreme  Recorder, 
he  shall  file  the  same  in  his  ofifice,  giving  the  date  when  the  same  was 
received  and  shall  proceed  to  make  out  and  certify  two  copies  thereof, 
both  of  which  he  will  immediately  forward  to  the  Supreme  Master  Work- 
man, who  shall  in  turn  file  both  copies,  giving  date  of  such  filing.     The 
Supreme  Master  Workman  shall  forthwith  make  :\u  investigation  of  the 
facts,  and  should  he  conclude  that  the  matter  complained  of  is  of  sufficient 
importance,  he  shall  order  tho  Chairman  of  the  Conmiittce  on  Laws,  or 
ill  case  his  disability  or  failure  to  act,  such  other  member  of  that  Com- 
m.'ttee  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Supreme  Master  Workman  to  prefer 
charges  against  such  offending  member.     The  Chairman,  or  such  other 
member  of  the   Law   Committee  as  has  been  designated  to  act  shall  at 
once  proceed  to  prefer  such  charges  against  such  offending  member,  with 
specifications  setting  forth  succinctly  and  in  plain  and  intelligible  language 
the  offence  or  offences  with  which  the  member  is  charged.    This  shall  be 
in  writing  and  executed  in  triplicate,  and  idiall  be  signed  by  said  Chairman 
(or  designated  meml)er)  officiallv     two  copies  of  which  shall  at  once  be 
filed  with  the  Supreme  Master  Workman.     The  Supreme  Master  Work- 
man shall  at  once  have  one  of  the  said  copies  served  upon  the  offending 
member,  and  shall  address  to  him  a  notice  that  at  some  time,  not  less 
than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days  from  the  service  thereof,  the  Board 
of  .^rb^tration  will  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Supreme  Master 
Workman  may  select,  for  hearing  and  determining  such  charge,  and  re- 
quiring the  accused  then  and  there  to  appear  before  said  Board  to  ansvjr 
the  charge,  and  in  default  of  such  appearance  the  Board  of  Arbitration 
may  proceed  to  hear  the  evidence  .iiul  determine  the  case  as  though  the 
accused  were  personally  present. 

The  service  of  such  notice  and  a  copy  of  the  complaint  upon  such  of- 
fending member,  as  herein  reciuired,  may  be  had  and  made  by  any  one 
capable  and  qualified  to  make  an  affidavit  of  the  facts,  and  the  party  serv- 
ing such  notice  and  copy  shall  return  the  same  to  the  Supreme  Master 
Workman,  showing  when  and  how  he  executed  the  same,  and  such  re- 
turn shall  be  under  affidavit  before  some  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
the  state,  province  or  territory  to  administer  oaths. 
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The  Supreme  Master  Workman,  immediately  after  receiving  the  re- 
turn hereinbefore  set  out,  shall  notify  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Laws  (or  such  designated  member)  of  the  date  and  place  fixed  for  trial, 
and  direct  him  to  at  once  prepare  the  cause  for  trial. 

The  Supreme  Master  Workman  shall  at  the  same  time  notify  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  of  the.  time  and  place  of  such  trinl, 
and  shall  order  them  each  to  appear  there  at  the  appointed  time.  Should 
less  than  a  quorum  appear  at  such  time  and  place  they  will  adjourn  to 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Supreme  Master  Workman  may  direct  until 
they  secure  a  quorum,  and  should  it  for  any  cause  be  impossible  to  secure 
a  quorum  of  the  Board  as  then  constituted,  then  the  Sunreme  Master 
Workman  is  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  Past 
Supreme  Master  Workmen  members  upon  such  Board,  so  as  to  secure  a 
quorum. 

The  Board  when  convened  shall  hear  and  determine  the  charges  as 
they  do  other  causes,  and  shall  render  a  judgment  therein  in  writing,  set- 
ting forth  their  findings  of  facts  and  their  conclusions  and  judgments,  and 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Supreme  Master  Workman,  and  if  said  judg- 
ment expels  the  said  member,  the  Supreme  Master  Workman  shall,  if  he 
approves  the  same,  proceed  to  execute  surh  sentence  by  requiring  th^ 
Subordinate  Lodge  of  which  such  oflFending  member  is  a  member,  to 
strike  his  name  from  the  roll  of  membership  and  sever  his  connection  with 
the  Order.  Provided,  that  if  such  member  desires  to  appeal  from  the  said 
judgment  of  the  said  Board  of  Arbitration  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  he 
shall  have  the  right  to  do  so  by  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  said  Board 
within  one  day  after  being  notified  of  its  said  judgment,  and  shall  within 
thirty  days  thereafter  file  with  the  Supreme  Recorder  an  assignment  of 
such  errors  as  he  may  desire  to  complain  of,  and  shall  demand  of  said 
of^cer  a  full  and  complete  transcript  of  all  testimony,  papers,  documents 
anci  proceedings  that  have  been  had  and  used  in  the  trial  of  the  original 
cause,  and  said  Supreme  Recorder  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  comply 
with  such  demands.  Ten  days  before  the  convening  of  the  Snpretue 
Lodge,  such  transcript,  which  shall  also  confain  the  Assiufpnicnt  of  Errors 
filed  by  the  Appellant,  shall  be  returned  by  hini  to  the  Supreme  Recorder 
together  with  such  brief  or  argument  as  Ik  aesires  to  present,  and  upon 
the  convening  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  said  appeal  shall  he  subniitted  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  re 
vision.  If  the  said  judgment  is  aflfirnu-d  or  appeal  dismissed,  said!  judg- 
ment of  the  Board  ol  Arbitration  shall  become  final;  but  should  the  same 
be  reversed,  it  shall  restore  said  Appellant  to  membership;  in  eitlnr  event 
the  action  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  certified  by  the  Supremo  Re- 
corder to  the  Subordinate  Lodge  of  which  the  Appellant  was  a  member. 

Should  any  Subordinate  Lodge  refuse  to  strike  froiu  its  roll  of  mem- 
bership any  person  so  convicted  when  required  so  to  do  as  hereinI)efore 
sit  out.  its  charter  shall  be  suspended  or  annulled  and  forfeited  by  the 
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Grand  Master  Workman  of  the  jurisdiction,  and  should  the  Grand  Master 
Workman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  to  which  said  Subor- 
dinate Lodge  belongs  refuse  to  suspend  the  charter  of  such  Subordinate 
Lodge  and  to  obey  the  mandates  of  the  Supreme  Master  Workman  in 
this  matter,  then  the  Supreme  Master  Workman  shall  at  once  forfeit  the 
charter  of  such  Grand  Lodge  and  place  all  the  Subordinate  l^odges  in 
such  territorj'  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter  organize  a  new  Grand  Lodge. 

Amend  General  Law  X.,  Section  3,  Sub-section  14,  to  read  as  follows  : 

Grand  Lodges  adopting  the  classified  assessment  plan  may  provide 
that  the  amount  of  each  assessment  may  be  fixed  so  as  to  provide  for 
fractional  amounts  not  less  than  five  cents,  and  that  the  total  amount  of 
each  assessment  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amounts  of  the  several  classi- 
fied assessment  rates  as  now  provided  in  said  Section,  nor  shall  the  varia- 
tion exceed  four  cents  in  the  amount  of  any  assessment. 

Amend  Section  2,  General  Law  14,  by  adding  the  following: 

I  further  agree  that  if  within  two  years  after  the  date  of  my  taking 
or  receiving  the  said  Workman  degree,  my  death  .should  occur  by  suicide, 
whether  sane  or  insane,  except  in  delirium  resulting  from  disease,  or 
while  under  treatment  for  insanity,  or  after  a  judicial  declaration  of  in- 
sanity, then  the  only  sum  which  shall  be  paid,  or  which  is  payable  to  my 
beneficiaries  named  in  my  Beneficiary  Certificate,  shall  be  the  amount 
which  I  may  have  paid  into  the  Beneficiary  Fund  of  the  Order  (hiring 
the  term  of  my  membership. 

Amend  General  Law  XL,  by  inserting  new  Section  9,  as  follows  : — 
9.  War  Relief  Fund. — In  order  to  provide  for  an  emergency  wliich 
may  arise  from  the  conditions  of  war,  which  may  impose  upon  the  Order 
and  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  thereof,  a  death  rate  in  excess  of  the  ordinary 
nnd  expected  rate  of  mortality,  the  Relief  Board  may,  and  is  herel)y  au- 
thorized to  call  upon  the  various  Grand  Lodges  within  the  territorial 
Ijoundaries  of  the  United  States,  ami  such  otlu'r  Grand  Lodges  beyond 
such  territorial  limits  as  may  elect  to  contribute  thereto,  for  a  special 
assessment,  to  be  known  as  the  War  ReHef  Fund,  in  the  sum  of  fifty  cents 
for  each  full  rate  Beneficial  Member,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  eadi  half- 
rate  Beneficial  Member,  to  be  levied,  on  August  i.  1898,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  same  laws,  rules  and  regul.iiions  as  ordinary  assess- 
ments for  the  Beneficiary  Fund;  and  should  the  amouiU  realized  from 
such  assessment  have  been  exhausted,  and  the  emergency  still  exist  on 
the  first  day  of  any  month  thereafter,  then  the  Relief  Hoard  may.  under 
tVie  authority  herein  granted,  make  upon  the  Grand  Lodges  as  aforesaid 
a  further  call  for  a  like  amount.  The  money  arisir:>:  from  such  assess- 
ment shall  be  immediately  forwarded  by  the  several  tirand  Lodges  to  th-' 
.*>upreme  Recorder,  who  shall  keep  an  account  thereof,  and  transmit  such 
find  to  the  Supreme  Receiver,  who  shall  hold  the  same  as  a  Special  War 
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Rt'licf  Fund  to  be  used  for  and  applied  only  to  the  payment  of  claims 
jirising  from  deaths  in  actual  service  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United 
States,  death  the  result  of  wounds  received,  or  disease  conti  acted  in  such 
iiervice,  ^^rovided  the  death  occurs  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  re- 
Cf.'iving  such  wounds  or  contractinji;  the  disease  from  which  death  occurs. 
The  death  proofs,  and  all  other  papers  in  the  case,  shall  be  forwarded 
monthly  by  Grand  Recorders  to  the  Supreme  Recorder  to  be  filed  with 
the  Supreme  Lodge  Relief  Board,  who  shall  pass  upon,  audit  and  adjust 
such  claims  under  such  rules  ajul  regulations  as  the  said  Board  may  pre- 
scribe. When  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  after  the  Declaration  of  Peace 
ihe  money  remaining  in  this  fund  shall  be  covered  'win  the  Relief  Fund. 
The  death  claims  so  paid  by  the  Relief  Board  shall  not  be  considered  in 
the  current  annual  scries  of  any  jurisdiction. 

The  next  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  he  held  in  Indianapolis, 
Iiul.,  commencing  the  second  Tuesd^iy  in  June,  1899. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  to  express  our  thanks  for  the  trust  placed  in 
n,'  to  repr,;sent  your  interest  in  the  highest  governing  body  of  u.ir  Order.
